MACARTHUR REPORTS THE
CASUALTIES OF FILIPINOS.

Beeretary Root Communieated the Dis-
pateh to the Seunte In Amswer Lo an
Inguiry From That Body—Over 2,000
Were Heported Wounded.

Waswixarox, - June 5. — Socretary
Root made answer to the senate resolu-
tion.inquiring as to the number of Phil-
fppines killed and wounded and the
number of prisoners.tnken since the in-
surrection bogan, by giving the follow-

ing;
MaxiLa, June 4.
Adjutant Genemal, Washington:

“With reference to your telogram of
224 ult.:  Filipinos killed, 10,780;
wounded, 2,104; captured and surren-
dered, 10434; number prisoners in our
possession, abont 2,000, No systematic
rootrd  Filipino casualties these head-
quarters,  Foregoing, compiled from
large number reports, made immedi
ately after engagements, is ax close an
approximation ns now possible owing to
wide distribution of troops. More ac
enrate report wonld take woecks to pro-
pare.  Number reported killed probably
in exeess of ncourate figures; number
reported wonnded probably much less,
ns  Filipinos to remove most
wonnded from field, and comparatively
fow foll into our hands. OMeers of high
rank und dangerous, suspicions men
have been retained as prisoners; most
other men discharged on field as soon as
disarmed. to release nll bal
very fow prisonors at early date.

BEASTS DEVOUR DEAD.

Klopsck Told «f Horrible Soenes In the
Indin Fawdne Distrlet—Cholern
anid S mailpox Raging,

Boxpay, Jane 4.—Louis Klopsch, of
New York, publisher of The Christinn
Horald, who arrived here May 14 and
started nt once on a tour of the famine
strickon  districts, has returned, after
truveling through the most sorely smit-
ten portionsof the Bombay presidency,
inclading Gujerat and Barolda, He
mukes the following statements rogard.
ing his observations:

“Everywhere 1 met the most shock
ing and revolting seenes, The famine
camps have been swopt by cholem and
smallpox. Fugitives, scattered in all
directions and stricken in tlight, were
found dying in flelds mnd roadside
ditches.  The unmbers ot one relief sta:
tion were incrensing at the rate of 10,
000 per day.

**At Godhern there were 3,000 deaths
from cholern within four days, nnd at
Dohad 8,600 in the same period. The
hospital death rate at Godhern and
Dohad was 00 per cent, .

“The condition of the stricken simply
beggars description®  Air and waber
were imprognated with an intolernble
stenich of corpses. At Ahmedadab the
donth rate in the poorhonse was 10 per
eent. Every day saw wow patients
placed face to foce with corpses. In
every fourth cot there was a corpse.

“The thermometer voad 115 in the
side.  Millious of flics hovered around
the nncleaned dysentery paticuts,

“1 visited the smallpox and cholers
wards at Viegam. Al the patients
were lying on the ground, there being
0o cots.  Otherwise their condition was
foir.

“1 can fully verify the reports that
vultures, dogs and jackals are dovonr.
ing the dead. Dogs have been seen
ronning about with ohildren’s limbs in
their jnws.

“The government is doing its best,
but the unative officinls are hopelessly
and heartily inefficient. Botween the
famine, the plague and the cholera, the
condition of Bombay Presidency is now
worse than it has been at any previous
perid in the nineteenth century,
Whaole families have been blotted out,
The spirit of the poople is broken, and
there may be something still worse to
come when the moon breaks.”

AGUINALDO MAY BE
DEAD OR WOUNDED,

Major March's Men Shot an Officer—Somu
Papers of Rebel Leader Found
In Captured Saddiebags,

Vicas, Luzon, June 2, vin Manila,
June 4.—Major March, with his detach:
ment of the Thirty-third regimont,
reached Laboagun, where Aguninalde
had made his headquarters gince March
6, on May 7. Aguinaldo had fled nbont
seven honrs before, leaving all the
beaten trails nnd traveling through the
forest nlong the bedsof streams. To
ward cvening, May 19, Major March
atruck Aguinaldo's ontpost about a mile
ontside of Lagat, killing four Filipinos
and capturing two. From the latter he
learned that Agninalde had ecamped
there for the night.

Althonugh exhausted and half starved,
Major March's men entered Lagat on
the run.  They saw the insurgents seat-
tering into tho bushes or over the pla-
tean. A thonsand yards beyond the
town, on the mountainside, the figures
of 25 Filipinos, dressed in white, with
their leader ona gray horse, were sil-
bouetted agninst the sunset, The Ameri-
cans fired a volley and saw the officer
drop from his horse. His followers fled,
carrying the body,

The Americans, on reaching the spot,
caught the horse, which was richly sad.
dled. Blood from n badly wonnded
man was on the animal and on the
ground, The saddle bags contnined
Aguinaldo's dinry and some private
pepers, including proclamations, One
of these was addressod:

“To the Civilized Nations." It pro-
tested against the American oconpation
of the Philippines, There were nlso
found copies of Senntor Beveridge's
speech, translated into Spanish and en-
titled “The Death Knell of the Filipino

Mnjor March beliving that the Fili-

pinos had taken to a river which is a,

tributary to the Chico followed it for
two days reaching Tino where he learn-
ed that nparty of Filipinos had de-
soended the river May 20 on a raft with
the body of a wounded man npon a
litter, covered with palm leaves,

WORK OF CONGRESS.

BUSIEST SESSION, SO OFFICIALS 3AY,
IN MANY YEARS.

Finanelal Law Aeeomplishod —Mensnre to
Ald Porto Ricons Passed —A Form al
Government and Means of  Raising
Reveune For Isband Adopted.

Wasmnzarox, June 4.—The record of
the first session of the Fifty-sixth con.
gress is now practically closed, and it is
possible to survey the impartant work it
has accomplished during the last six
months, It has been a bnsy congress,
busivst, aecording to veteran officials, in
many years. In some respects the work
has been less exciting than that of the
preceding  congress, which covered the
dramatio period when war was declared
agminsg Spain, and also the period of
reconstruction and trenty making with
Bpain following the sncoessful close of
the war., In work actually accom-
plished and started toward accomplish
nient, the record of the present sossion
stands well in emparison with the mosi
energetic congresses,

Our new territorial possessions have
received much attention and while
there hnz beon no definite action as to
s to the Philippines .or Cubn, n
form of government, and a means of
raising revenne has been provided for
Porto Rico, and a comprehensive terri-
torial form of government hns been
given to Howaii, The financial act has
made important changes in the laws re.
lating to the parity of metals, the
bonded indebtedness, nationnl banks
and the security of the treasury by a
gold reserve, The Niearsguan canal
bill has passed the house nnd is on the
calendar of the sennte ready for atten:
tion when congress reconvenes, The
aunti-trust bill is dmilarly advanced. The
trust constitutional amendment has a
defeat recorded agaiust it.

The Pocifie endble measare  has passed
the senate and is awaiting final action
in the house. The exclosion of Brig
bham H. Robert, from a seat in the
honse beeanse of his polygamons status,
the refnsal of the senate to admit Mr,
Quay on appointiuent of the governor
of Pennsylvonin, and the sensationnl
charge, investigation and  developments
1 the senate in the case of Mr. Cinrl,
of Montana, have ndded some exelting
personal phases to the session.  Investi-
gntions have been proflie, including the
inquiry into the Coner d'Alene mining
riots in Idaho, the varions inquiries on
polygamy growing ont of the Roberts
case, iud mors recently the seunte in-
vestigation of the postal and other ir-
regularities in Cabn.

The total of approprintions cannot yet
be stated with exnotness, ns five bills
are pending, but it is approximately
$700,000,000 for the sesion.

The senate, in exeentive session, hns
been occupied to 4 considerable extent
with important treaties. Of these the
trenties with Great Britain and Ger-
muny closing the tripartite government
in Samoa and nwanding to the United
States the island of Tatuila. with its
valualle harbor of Pago Pago, has been
ratified. while the commercinl recip-
rocity treaties with France and the
British West Indian islands, and the
Hay-Pannoefote treaty concerning the
inter-oceanic cannl, go over withont
action,

Of the legislation actoally accom-
plished and pow on tue statute  books,
the financial act is rogarded as the chief
achievement of the year,

An act providing o tariff 15 per cent
of the Dingley ruta for Porto Rico and
providing civil government passed, also
on the president’s recommendation an
act was passed approprinting for the
use of Porto Rico, the $2,005,456 col-
lected from island sources since its ace
quisition,

An act also passed to provide a gov-
ernment for the territory of Hawaii.

The Phillippines nud Cuba have ocen-
pied mnch attention in the way of de-
bate and the adoption of resolutions of
inguiry. The Spooner Philippine bill
failed to be acted upon.  The only legis-
lation ns to Cnba is of a comparntively
minor character, relating to Cuoban
shipping. |

The extradition bill, applying to all
insular possessions and dependencies,
has passed both honses and donbtless
become a law. Itis designed mainly
to rench eases like that of Oharles T,
W. Neely.

The Nicsrugnan oanal bill and the
shipping subsidy bill are notable in-
stances of legislation partly advanced
during the preseat session, bat not en.
noted into law.  The eanal bill passed
the honse and was made the special
order in the senate beginning December
10, next. The shipping bill is on the
ecalendar of cnch hounse with favorable
recommendation from & majority mem-
bership of the senate and house com-
mittees,

Anti-trust legislation has come promi.
nently inio attention in the hotse at the
close of the session, the house having
passed a new anfi-trust bill and defoated
n constitutional amendment,

The sonate has passed a bill for o cable
to the Philippines and beyond, to he
constructed and maintained under gov.
ernment control, but no action has been
skem on it in the house,

The restriction of oleomargarine has
peen prodnetive of considerable agita-
tion, mainly in committees, nod a -
izal restrietive bill has been reported to
the honse.,

The general peasion laws have been
ranterially changed by the present
congriss, largely a8 a resalt of the of-
forts of the Grand Army of the Repub:
lie which secured the passge of g bill
amending the law of June 27, 1500, so
ns to permit the “aggregating’ of dis-
abilities, and changing the provision as
to widows so thit a widow may receive
pension when she is without means of
support other then her daily labor, ant
T an netusl net inoome not excooding
$360, e,

The *“froe homes' net hos at last

become a law, [t provides for the -

tenting of homesteads on the public
Iands acquired from the Yadians, on
the payment of ghe nsaal foos and no
other or further charges. This opens to
froe hombstead entry many millions of
acres of pul’ e lands in the west, here-
tofore sold at stated figares per acre,

Another measnre passed of some gen-
ernl interest permits the secretary of
agriculture to restore game birds, which
are becoming extinet, and provides
means for the restriction of traffic in
dead animals, birds, ete,, from state to
saate, tho latter provision being in part
designed to limit the destroction of
song birds for the sale of their plumage.

Considerable legislation is carried on
approprintion bills, These provisionsin-
clude the amendment to the military
academy bill, making the commanding
general of the army a Heutenant gen-
eral, and the adjutant genernl of the
army n major general; also the amend-
ment to the sundry civil bill approprint-
ing £5,000,000 for the St. Lonis exposi-
tion. PBoth of these bills are still pend:
ing.

The naval appropriation bill adds two
battleships, three armored cruisers,
three protected cruisers and five sub-
marine boats to the naval strength and
may inclade specinl legislation, as to
armor plate nnd & government plant,
The other appropriation bills in the
main carry the usual government sap

plies.

The Alaska ocode bill, giving n com-
plete civil systen of lmws to the terri-
tory, has passed both honses and un-
donbtedly will become n law.

Other mensures which have passed
one house or the other, bat which are
still pending, include thoss for the eleo:
tion of senators by the people; anthoriz
ing the president to nppoint a commit
tee to study commercinl conditions in
China nnd Japau; for increasing the ef
ficlenoy of the army by making staft
service in the corps temporary; extend-
ing the eight-hour law; increasing the
anaval allowanee to the militin of the
country from $400,000 to §1,000,000,

highest point Feb, 1 and 15,16 cents »
YOOr ago.

The decline in pig iron continnes,
Grey forge reaching $18.50 at Pittsburg,
No, 1 local coke $22 ut Chicago, No. 1
anthrcite and Besscner $22 at Philal

Btate Huppenings, Forelgn, Business and
Other Evenits Bolled Down For the
Roader In a Hurry.

NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES,

The United States transport Han.
eock, from San Francisco, April 17,,
arrived «at Manila, with the mem.
bers of the Philipping ecommission,
The members of Genernl MacArthur's
stalf welcomoed the commissioners on
board the Hancock. Later the oom-
missioners landed and drove to the
palace, escorted by Genernl MacAr-
thur's staff, a band and two companics
of the Tweuty-sixth infantry, with ar-
tillery.

At the palace the commissioners were
welcomed by General MacArthurina
short and forcefnl address.  After Judge
William H. Taft, president of the com-
mission, had replied the commissioners
returnéd to the Hancock, where they
will remnin ontil they have selected
suita ble dwellings on land.

Previons to their landing, the members
of the Filipino supreme court, the local
editors and many of the leading mer.
chants repaired to the transport, where
they vonversed with the commissioners,
Rear Admiral Remey, in command of
the United States naval forces on the
Asintic station, ealled officially, after
their return from the trip ashare. To-
day Generel MacArthur will return the
¢ill to the commissioners, The famaly
of Judge Taft will remain for a while in
Jopan., The families of the other com-
* missioners arrived with them.

On Tuesday night insargents  roshed
San Mignel de Mayumo, provines of
Bulsean, Luzon, garrisoned by three
compunies of the Thirty-fifth volunteer
infautry,

five Americans and wonnding soven,

The town of Cuterman, isl ud of Sa-
mar, wis attacged nt midnight April 30
by 1,000 rebels, who entrenched them-
selves nenr the town over night.  Cap-
tain John Cooke, of the Forty-third reg-
fment, foaght the Filipinos for six honrs
and afterwnrd buried 150 of the enemy.
One Ameriean was killed and one was
wonnded,

The hamlet of Pawin, in the provines
of Lavioa, island of Luzon, the head-
quarters of General Onilles, was sur.
rounded May 20 by three detachments
of the Forty-second regiment, Thirty-
seventh regiment and Eleventh envalry,
Only a few of the enemy were encoun-
terad, Onillos having departed the day
before, Pawin, which was manifestly
& rebel stronghold, was burnod to the
ground.
